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IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend the claims as follows and add the following new claims. 

1 . (Original) A remote controller for keyless entry including a case having at least a 
transmission antenna and a transmission circuit built therein and a conductive member 
held at an end portion thereof by said case and electrically insulated from said 
transmission circuit, wherein at least an entire outer surface or a part of an outer surface 
of said case is formed into a conductive surface and said conductive surface and said 
conductive member are electrically connected to each other. 

2. (Original) A remote controller for keyless entry according to claim 1, wherein a part 
of said outer surface is a portion touched by a fingertip when the case is held by a hand. 

3. (Original) A remote controller for keyless entry including a case having at least a 
transmission antenna and a transmission circuit built therein and push buttons fitted to an 
outer surface thereof, and a conductive member held at an end portion thereof by said 
case and electrically insulated from said transmission circuit, wherein said push buttons 
are arranged at positions such that when said push buttons are operated by a fingertip, 
said fingertip touches said conductive member. 

4. (Original) A remote controller for keyless entry according to claim 3, wherein said 
push button is a push button for a remote engine start. 

5. (Currently amended) A remote controller for keyless entry according to claim 1 
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claims 1 or 3 , wherein said conductive member is a mechanical key or a conductive strap. 

6. (New) A remote controller for keyless entry according to claim 3, wherein said 
conductive member is a mechanical key or a conductive strap. 
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
